} Here Major Frazer took a line of lis owit 
on the south-east, whilst Messrs. Theobald, 
Evans, and Major Stuart ascended by the 
southern side, keeping to the snow, which 
presented an unbroken surface to the sum- 
mit. Messrs. Theobald and Evans (being 
experienced Alpine climbers) found this 
easy work, but afier awhile they passed 
ahead, Major Stuart following in the rear 
as well as 4 could. “But,” says the Ma- 
jor, “iy streiizth was fast giving way, and 
when half-way up to the cone, T found 
| myself unable to proceed any further, and 
there beiig no alternative but to descend, 
I sat down on the snow, and shot dowd 
with the velocity of an arrow, undoing in 
a few minutes, the toil of nearly thres 
hours. At the foot of the cone-he found 
Izank Bey, who, with his people, had 
watched their progress: He (Izaak) look- 
ed on the failure as a matter of course, and 
said that the others must soon give way 
also. For some hours the travellers pur- 
sued their upward course, the Kurd watch- 
ing with lis sharp eye, and the major with 
atelescope. At length at 1:45, Mr, Theo- 
bald crowned the summit. “Mashallah,” 
exclaimed the chief, “Gop is great. What 
great people these English are. A few of 
Them come here, and walk to the top of 
that holy mountain—a thing that was nev- 
er done before. Wonderful! wonderful ” 
At 2:50 Mr. Evans reached the sommit— 
| He and Mr. Theobald descended together, 
and reaclied the teots at sunset. Mean- 
while Major Frazer, who had a line of his 
own, not being accustomed to ‘stow work, 
chose a ridge of stone which led up to two 
thirds of the asvent. Over this he passed 
without mith difficulty, and then took td 
the snow, and toiled to within a few liun- 
dred feet of the summit, when he slipped 
upon sbmé thinly covered ice, and wat 
shot down with fearful velocity, now head; 
now foot foremost, over n space of about a 
thousand feet. By wonderful efforts, and 
yresence of mind, eceded in arrestin, 
fis perilous descent, and scrambling with 
difficulty toa rocky ridjfe iit portrnded 
| above the snow, he cliinbed over it with 
immense labor; and thus recovering his 
lost way, he won the height about 3:30, 
having been thrswn back three hours by 
his mishap. He regained the tents at 
inidnight, laying been twenty hours on 
foot. 

On the 13th, at two p. m., Mr. Thursby 
and Major Stuar starttd from the tents, 
with two Kurds, carrying rugs, &., and a 
sinall supply of provisions. They proceed- 
ed slowly till they r shed one-third of 
the ascent, when the Kunis, from religious 
fear, refused either to go further, or to 

spend to niglit on the mountain. In or- 
| dor to insure their return in the morning, 
the travellers detained their arms, the dear- 
est possession of these nomade people— 
Tho major and his companion haying no 
fauey for ascending by thé snow, chose n 
line overa rocky surface facing the south

to the summit. There thoy passed the 
night, having piled up stones to the wind- 
ward for shelter, and wrapped themselves 
up in their rags. At peep of dawn on the 
14th, they resumed their ascent, and from 
the clovation of 14,000 feet above the tea,

BURNT! 


From the Brtru of London Free Prees, 
A frightful accident which might have 
resulted in appalling consequences, oceur- 
red about one mile -west.of London this 
morning about 1.25, October 9th. A train 
of seventeen cars, heavily Jaden with horn- 
ed cattle, was coming east, when it met the 
| night train going west, The result was a 
collision, entirely destroying five cattle 
cars by the violence of the shock, while one 


office were burnt. On visiting the scene 
. | of disaster, we found the line strewn with 
j| the debris of the two trains. The engine 
of the cattle train—curionsly enough call- 
_| ed the “Bison” was much shattered in the 
| fore part of the works, massive machinery 
| being twisted, bent and broken in a man- 
ner that gave one a good idea of the force 
of the concussion. Proceeding a little fur- 
ther, we saw the cliarged remains still 
sinonldering of a passenger car and baggage 
car, both of which had been precipitated 
down'the embankment. | Further on were 
three catile trucks end upwards, the 
beasts being strewn arotibd dead and wound- 
| ed, forming a « ening spectacle, To the 
left were to other cattle trucks rolled down 
the embankment, with many dead beasts 
inside. Wecounted no fewerthnu 27 head 
| of cattle lying dead or maimed. In addi- 
| tion, the line was covered, fora distance of 
y | many yards, with broken iron, splinters, 
| &e, A gang of men were immediately 
| despatelied to clear the line, which was ef- 
| fected hy ten o'clock, The engine of the 
| night amail train, “ Mazeppa,” was not so 
| soriously damaged ns the “Jtison.” The 
mail train consisted of four passenger cars, 
| baggage car, and post office. 
| An incident showing the foree of the 
collision on thie front part of the cattle train 
may here be mentioned. Four bullocks 
| wore precipitated through the roof the track 
} in which they were confined, and deposited 
tin aconfused mass in the tender. For 
tunately no lives were lost, and little per- 
sonal damage done; but taking into ac- 
count the severity of the accident, it is lit- 
tle short of miraculous liow any escaped. 
The Conductor of tho passenger ears, Mr. 
Anderson, recoived some severe conturions 
n the head and body, but lind 10 bones 
broken. Tho Express Company's agent, 
Wheaton, had also a narrow escape. Ono 
was thrown completely over him, and when 
found the car above was bat six inches 
| from his chest, with the left ere nearly de- 
stroved, Mr. McDonald, iu eharge of the 
| Canadian mails, barely escaped with his 
| life. The post-oftice ear in which ho was 
| at the moment of the accident, was forced 
| into the first passonger ear, while that car 
| was jammed into Je office, 
Tho American mail consisted of from 
| fifteen to twenty bags, and the Canadian of 
laboutsix, Everything was consumed—not 
aletter saved, ‘The train canght fire from 
| the ashes sonttered from tho four or fire 
| stoves used for heating the cars. Nearly 
tho whole of the passengers baggage wes 
burnt, togethor with the Express Company's 
baggage, two tonsin weight, so furiously 
did the fire spread. Tho Express Compa-
